j erwise labor for the promotion of the interests of the University ; therefore, 
i Resolved, 1. That we approve of the course of the Trustees in authorizing the 
I prosecution of the great financial interests of the University, and that we will ear- 
' nestly co-operate in this work. 

i 2. That we approve of the appointment of Charles Snider as Agent of the Uni- 
i versity, and add our request that, as far as he can, he kindly favor the University 
with his services. 

3. That we will use our best endeavors to send the youth of our Charges to the 
University. 

4. That we will, during the early part of the year, take up the required Educa- 
tional collection. 

5. That we will pay respectful attention to the request of the Trustees as to con- 
tributions of books to the library, and use exertions to secure such donations. 

6. That we approve of the action of the Trustees in regard to the appointment of 
Presiding Elders. 

7. That an Educational Anniversary be held at our next annual session, and 
with special reference to the interests of the University. 
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8. That Rev. John Wheeler, W. Bird, J. H. Power, H. Avery, and W. Dennett, 
he elected Trustees to fill vacancies made by expiration of time. 

9. That Oliver Hoyt be elected to fill a vacancy made in the third year. 

10 and 11. [Appointing Visitors — See List.] 

12. That we request the faculty to visit our Charges during the year, and to pre- 
sent the claims of the University, and of Education, and that their traveling expen- 
ses be paid out of the collections for the University.

REPORT NO. II.

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MEETING OF TRUSTEES. 

The Trustees met in annual session, June 8th, 1870. A paper from Hon. James 
HarlanVas read, containing his resignation as President, and strongly urging the 
election of Rev. John Wheeler, D. D., as his successor. After due deliberation, the 
resignation wa.s accepted, and Dr. Wheeler was unanimously elected President of the 
University. They also passed a resolution for the transfer of a part of the Endow- 
ment Funds from the United States bonds, that yield only seven per cent., to indi- 
vidual securities bearing ten per cent., and providing for ample security to the fnuds 
of the University. To meet the needs of the Library they requested the members of 
the Conference to call upon their respective charges for books for the library, to be 
forwarded to the University as soon as practicable. 

The oflScers of the Board for the year, are J. H. Power, D. D., President ; Rev. T. 
E. Corkhill, Secretary; C. Snider, Esq., Treasurer; Rev. E. L. Briggs, Financial 
Secretary. 

During the year Darius Wilcox, in attempting to revive an old claim, once held 
by him and settled about 1862 or 1863, and for which a receipt in full was made and 
signed by himself, brought suit against the University for about $3,000.00. The case 
was decided in the District Court of Henry county, in favor of the University ; but 
it has been carried to the Supreme Court, and may be tried at the next term. 

According to the provisions of the Charter, five trustees go out of office by expira- 
tion of time, to wit : J. H. Power, W. Bird, A. S. Prather, H. Avery and W. Dennett, 
There are no other vacancies, unless it be thought best to vacate the places of some 
who have never met with the board. 

ATTENDANCE. 

Seniors, 10; Juniors, 12; Sophomores, 14; Freshmen, 12; Scientifics, 31. Total 
Collegiate, 79. Preparatory, 103; Music, 104; Drawing and Painting, 11; Modem 
Languages, 15. Whole number, 312. Counted twice, 50. Actual number, 262. Of 
the above, at the Commencement, 10 received the degree of B. A., and eight the de- 
gree of B. S. Total number of graduates this year, 18. Total of Alumni, 130. 

The faculty remains as last year, except in the change of presidents, and the trus- 
tees feel assured that in the hands of Dr. Wheeler, the interests of the College will 
be carried to the highest point of prosperity and success.
